A dispatch of yesterday from Peabody. Mass., 
says: Fifty children were burned to death and as 

many more seriously injured in a fire which started 
in tlie St. John’s Parochial School shortly after the 
daily f ess ion liegan. Six hundred other children 
had great difficulty in reaching the street. The 

pupils were driven from their r«*oms ami many 
sought to esca|K* by the windows and were killed or 
injured in jumping. Neigliliors rushed to the scene 

and held coats ar.d blankets while the children 

leajied into them. Sisters of the school declared 
iliat many of the children on tin* upper floors had 
lieen unable to escaiie ami bad undoubtedly lost 
their lives. The heaviest loss of life was at the 
front d »or. where the hall and stairway leading to 
the upfier floors bci-ame choked with frantic chil- 

dren. Many were trampled underfoot and oveconie 
with smoke. Firemen were unable to push their 
way through the crush and were forced to tight the 
tire from ladders. Tlie tire started from an explo- 
sion in the lanler-mom. 

No reconstruction of the i-ahinet nor constitu- 
tion of a smaller cabinet is being considered by 
the government at the present time, says the par- 
l’amentary correspondent of the London Daily News, 
but it has Ik*cii decided. he says, to give official 
recognition to a hitherto unofficial ‘•inner war 
council or committee.” Seven to ten ministers 
have heretofore taken part at various times in 
the delilieration of this ImmI.v. which is now to 
lie officially appointed with an exact definition of 
l*owers and principles. The committee, the news- 
paper says, will sit daily and will decide on execu- 
tive acts of war. Such decisions, moreover, need 
nofc in future lie refered for approval to the full 
cabinet. 

An examination of tlie famous Scalzi church in 
Venice, which suffered in tin* recent raid on the 
city by air craft, shows that the first lmntb fell 
in the left nave. It demollsln-d two beams and 
pier<-e«l tlie ceiling, which was entirely destroyed by 
tlie second ImkiiIi. Not a foot of Tiepolo’s niaguifi- 
<*ent fes<*o remains Intact, and it is considered 
virtually inijmssible to restore even a small part 
of the masterpiece. Pope Benedict, himself a Ve- 
nct’au. has written to the patriarch of Venice pub- 
licly condemning ihe Austrian aerial raid on that 
city as unjustifiable destruction of churches which 
tin* Austrians pmiiiis4*d to spare after the liomhard- 
ment of the Bimini and Ancona cathedrals. 

* None of tlie German merchant vessels now tied 
up in American or other |>orts can be sold during 
the remainder of tlie war by its owner as a result 
of the passage of an act by the reiehstag on Oc- 
tober 21. A reiiort to this effect was received by 
the state department from Ambassador Gerard at 
Berlin. The new German decree is believed by 
state department officials to lie designed to con- 
serve the German merchant marine for use after 
tlie war. It would prevnet the sale or transfer of 
anv of tlie lTsi German merchant vessels now held 
in American waters. 

That there arc five hundred cases of leprosy in 
tlie I’nited States was tli* startling discovery of 
the United States Public Health Service in a recent 
survey, according to a statement made by Dr. 
William A. Pitney l**fore the Chicago Medical So- 
ciety in the Marshall Field Annex Building. Of 
this numlier two hundred and seventy-five eases exist 
in Louisiana, one hundred in New York City, fifty 
along the Mexican liorder and five in Chicago. Dr. 
Pitney advocated a general leper asylum. 

Bulgarian forces aiming toward Nish have oc- 
cupied the strongly fortified town of Pirot. says a 
dispatch to the London Mail from Sakmiki. Pirnt 
is thirtv-tlve miles east of Nish. It was the 
scene of an imiiortant liattle Is* tween the Serbs 
and Bulgarians in 1SS5. Since Sunday the allies’ 
troop trains have run without interruption lietween 
Gievgelii and Veles. This section, it is said, has 
)»ee*i entirely cleared of Bulgarians. 

The Amsterdam Telegraaf. hears from Leige. Bel 
"ium. that two more persons have been sentenced to 
death there bv court-martial. Their names are 
Franz Laquay "and Andreas Garot. Three others, 
Orial Simon. Amadeus Hesse and Constant Ilerck. 
already have lieen shot at Liege. Nothing is known 
oom-erning tlie late of Anna Benazet of Terriers. 
Belgium, who was sentenced to death by a Ger- 
man court-martial on Monday. 

K dispatch from Nome reports navigation in the 
\rctio Ocean lias closed for the season. A message 
from Captain Louis Lane, who sold his i*»wer 
M-liooner to Stefansson. receiving in return Stefans- 
son’s small power l»oat North Star, said Captain 
I nne’s 1*o*it was frozen in on tlie Arctic coast 
of \laska and that he was making the thousand- 
mile trip to Cordova, Alaska, by dog team. 

Tlie formation of a supplementary air fleet of 
1 <mo aeroplanes, the special mission of which will 
J ' to conduct a ceaseless campaign of destruction 
on German factories, is the object of the new 
French aerial league.

Being led from his stall, he would snatch his 
halter, as if anxious once more to try his speed, 
lie would wheel around and rear and kick vigorously 
like a two-year-old colt. But a word from his groom 
and he would become as docile as a kitten. “Whoa, 
Emperor.” the groom would say to him, and immedi- 
ately the animated piece of racing machinery would 
liecome as gentle as a jK‘t rabbit. To gain his 
friendship all one had to do was to show' him a 
piece of sugar, and lie would follow even the great 
est stranger around the paddocks of the ranch from 
one end to the other. Ills trainer. Tom Cook, lias 
frequently said that Emiieror of Norfolk hail more 
sense than many human beings. 

When this noted ra<*e horse died all the big 
and little residents of Arcadia felt his loss as 
one does a house i>et. Even the children on 
the ranch shed tears, for it was their wont to 
watch him and carry him little delicacies from the 
family sugar howl and apples from the mother’s 
cupboard. Hardened as was “Lucky” Baldwin to 
scenes of bloodsh«*d and strife, much of which he 
went through in his earlier years, he broke down 
completely when told of the death of his favorite 
stallion, as if lie had lieen one of his family. The 
incident recalled many of his great turf achieve- 
ments of which the winning of the American Derby 
of 1KKK was one. 

In those days the American Derby was the classic 
of this country. It was of as much importance to 
an American horse owner as is tlie “blue riband” 
of the English turf. To win the Derby was an 
honor and the height of a turfman’s ambition. Why 
then should not Mr. Baldwin have had a soft spot 
iu Ills heart for the Emperor of Norfolk, which 
slnui|M*d the final seal of his turf ambitious by win- 
ning the great American classic? 

It was a memorable day at Washington Park. 
Chicago, in the year 1SSS, when seven of the best 
horses in the country tibsl out of the paddock gate 
to parade to the jiost for the Derby with an esti- 
mated assemblage of 60,000 or more lovers of a 
horse race packing the grounds from rail to rail 
in the grandstands and in the infield. Those horses 
were ridden by seven of the most famous jockeys 
of the day. including Isaac Murphy, Hamilton. Arm- 
strong. Taral, Stoval, Lewis and last, hut not least, 
“Andy” McCarthy. 

The cheers that rang out from the vast throng 
lasted until the horses had reached the starting 
post on the back stretch, for tlie race was over a 
mile and a half course. Mr. Baldwin had two en- 
tries. Emjioror of Norfolk and Los Angeles, the 
former carrying 123 pounds, with Isaac Murphy in 
the saddle. ‘ That reliable trainer, “Bob” Thomas, 
had prepared Emperor of Norfolk for the race and 
had carefully tiimsl his work. So universal was the 
opinion that he would win the race that odds of 4 
to 1 were bet on his chances. 

Thomas knew the horse and his extraordinary 
ability so well that all he said to Murphy as he 
lifted him into the saddle was to let the horse do 
as lie lik<*d. that he knew ns nineli about the race 
and probably more than either his rider or trainer. 
He knew iliat Isaac Murphy and Emperor of Norfolk 
made a team without equal. 

While the horses were waiting for a start and 
maneuvering. Mr. Bahhvin and “Bob” Tboinas stood 
sid<* by side on the clubhouse stand. “Emperor looks 
to lie mighty fit for the race,” remarked his owner 
to the trainer. 

“I dou’t think lie could he in lietter condition.” 
was the reply. “He seemed to know that he was 
being especially prepared for a big event. Many 
a time I have "looked into his eyes ami tbe.v seemed 
to say to me, ‘When is this big thing coming off, 
liossV* Then he would turn his head towrard the 
tack room, as much as to say. *1 am ready if you 
are.’ I tell vou, Mr. Baldwin, the Emperor has 
brains and plenty of ’em. and I don’t think any 
one will ever know just how fast he can run or 
how far be will carry his speed. He never seems 
to l*e extended.” 

Tlie erv, “They’re off,” stopped further conver- 
sation for* the moment, but it was only a false 
break. Then Baldwin asked Thomas what instruc- 
tions be had given to Murphy. 

“I told him to just hang around until he thought 
it time to whisper to the horse. That was all,” 
was “Bob’s” confident reply. 

“Do you mean to say you did not tell him just 
what to do and where to make Ills move?” asked 
llie owner. 

“Thev both know when to move,” was the answer. 

Tlie "words had hardly died away before the 
horses made a move and the starter’s flag had given 
the signal that the race had begun. A horse called 
White was first to show in front, followed by Los 
Angeles and The Lion, the others being strung out 
prettv well with Emperor of Norfolk among the 
trailers. These positions were maintained until 
entering the backst retch, whore The Lion made a 
move and went to the front, folowed by White and 
Los Angeles. To those who did not know it looked 
gloom v f<»r Emperor of Norfolk. 

All this time Murphy was sitting as comfortably 
on Emperor of Norfolk ns if he had been idling hi* 
time in his old fashioned arm chair by the fire- 
side. He was apparently content with the way 
things were going. So careless did he seem that 
it brought out an expression from Baldwin that was 
more forcible than elegant. 

“What is that nigger deing? Does he never 
mean to make a move or is he going to wait until 
the race is over?” asked Baldwin of his trainer 
in a rather excited manner. 

“Don’t worry, lioss.” answered Thomas in a most 
confident wav. smiling as he said it. 

“That lie— ” shouted Baldwin, getting more 

and more excited as the race proceeded and as he 
watched Murphy, who was still bunging back on 



the leaders with as little concern as if he was rid- 
ing a cheap selling raw instead of a prize worth 
more than $14,000 ami the honor of winning the 
derby. “What does he expect that horse to do,” 
he shouted, “make up five or six lengths in an 
eighth of a mile?” 

“Let him alone and don’t worry,” tantalizingly 
answered Thomas. 

“Bj' the Lord Harry, do you know what this 

race means to me and to my friends? That 

jockey has no license to be so far liebiud as he 
is. He ran never make up the ground.” 

“You don’t know jour own horse.” quietly an- 
swered the trainer. 

The horses were now nearing the home turn, and 
the change that occurred in the positions will never 
lie forgotten liy those who saw the race. What 
Murphy said or did to the Emiieror of Norfolk could 
not be heard or seen, hut the colt seemed to fly 
past his opponents as if they were stricken with 
paralysis. In less than one hundred feet he went 
by the leaders, one by one. and took command in 
such a resolute fashion that the contest narrowed 
down into a one-horse race in a few seconds. 

The crowd went wild. Hats, umbrellas, gloves 
and almost every conceivable tiling in the garment 
line floated in tlie air. Once in the lead. Murphy 
rode as confidently as if he was taking park exer- 
cise. Not a hand or heel did he move, and amid a 
scene of wildest excitement he won the race prac- 
tically pulled up. 

Baldwin wiped the perspiration from his brow 
with his old red bandanna handkerchief and. turning 
to his trainer, shook him by the hand, remarking: 
“What a horse and what a rider.” 

Emperor of Norfolk trotted hack to tlie Judges’ 
stand to report, and nothwithstanriing he had run 
a mile and a half in 2:40% over a slow track, he 
did not take a long breath. His trainer t.»ok hold 
of his bridle and stroked his nose and then patted 
him on the neck. “Well, old boy.” said lie. look- 
ing ilie Emperor in the eye. “now you know why 
ymt have lieen getting the best California hav 
and the finest oats — you have won the Derby.*’ 
And Emperor of Norfolk pricked up his ears, pawed 
the ground and nodded his head as if In* under- 
stood. — Exchange.

PATHOS OF THE RACE TRACK. 

“The biggest and best chap I ever knew about the 
race courses,” said a veteran racing man, “was 
Dave. A sq liar or man never stepp'd iu shoe leather 
ami how lie loved his parents and sister. Ills one 
ambition in life was to win money enough to make 
them comfortable. A dozen times he liad a snug 
sum put by. but whenever ho took the final plunge 
which would win enough to give him the amount he 
considered necessary, the fates turned traitor. It 
was the same with the stock market, too; nothing 
stood for him. There was a place in Canada near 
where Dave was born which his mother had always 
admired. It was known locally as The Pines. Dave 
had long regarded the place with covetous eves. The 
broad manor house of white brick ami" tlie red 
roof were conspicuous for miles ami when tlie train 
from New York Imre him home for Christinas. Dave 
told me it was the view which fascinated him most. 
He said that he had always ho»cd to he able to 
own it some time, ami one winter when lie was home 
he confided liis ambition to his parents and sister. 
Tlie place was for sale at the time. 

“He had bought for a couple of hundred dollars 
the previous autumn.” resumed the speaker, “an 
uudersized yearling by a horse that was regarded 
in Kentucky as having more speed than stamina. 
Nobody thought enough of the colt to bid for him. 
and my friend Dave got him practically without 
opposition. He turned him over to a friend to train, 
and among the hundreds of colts and fillies being 
broken in September, he was not heard of, all eyes 
lieing centered on the gallops of the youngsters 
front the big stables which every year furnish 
ninety per cent, of the stake material. One 
morning, however, liefore sunup. Destruction — that 
wasn’t his name, hut it meant the same thing — 
got away from the ltoy and worked an eighth through 
the stretch that made the trainer think his watch 
was playing pranks on him. 

“He told Dave abont it. Fearful lest anybody 
should see a repetition of the fast trial they took 
the colt to the Monmouth Dark course in New Jer- 
sey, a portion of which was still utilized for train- 
ing purimses, and there Destruction showed that 
the trainer's watch told no lies. Then ami there 
a plan of action was agreed upon. The winter was 
to he spent in the endeavor to form the runt into a 
race horse of size and |>ower. Dave spent the hulk 
of the season in New Jersey and we saw little of 
him around the old Gilsey House, where he could 
always be found evenings when he was in town. 
Destruction grew amazingly and one fine afternoon 
in March when I was asked to go down and look him 
over I didn’t recognize in the stout, high headed 
colt the weakling of a few months before. 

“The days were warm from ten o’clock to three 
on the Jersey coast and the sandy soil enabled the 
colt to be out on the track much sooner than any 
of tlie thoroughbreds on I.ong Island and as a con- 
sequence when the season opened Destruction was 
ready for the fray. The trainer was anxious to 
start him in an overnight race, but Dave was pa- 
tience itself and the meetings at Morris Park and 
Gravesend passed without Destruction sporting silk. 
My friend wagered carefully all the way through 
both meetings and when it came to Sheepshead Bay 
he was a winner to the extent of perhaps $10,000. 
There was a stake on the grass for two-year-olds 
to be run there, and as Destruction was eligible for 
it the trainer worked him one morning on the 
turf and found that he had a colt that could run 
faster even on the turf than over the dirt course, 
a most desirable condition, ns any racing man will 
tell you. 

“The night before the race Dave came to me.’* 
continued the narrator, “and handed me $3,000, 
asking me to put it on Destruction the next day. 
regardless of price. He counselled me at the same 
time to have a good bet down for myself, but as 
ihe Keene and Belmont stables were represented by 
llieir lK*st colts. Youngsters which had won good 
races. I was skeptical and began to argue with him. 
He held up a warning hand, and knowing that my 
arguments would fall on dumb ears I desisted. I 
got an average of S to 1 for the money the next 
afternoon and found Dave perched high on the 
grandstand in a seat he generally occupied when 
he was betting a ‘chunk.’ I handed him the sheaf 
of tickets, remarking ‘$40,000 to $3. 000.* but he 
waved them back and pulled his hat lower over his 
eves and watched the colts as they came trooping 
from the paddock on their way to the post. There 
was a baker’s dozen of them, and Destruction wore 
the ominous number 13 upon his saddle cloth. He 
was number one at the post, however, and when 
they got away (it was before the day of the start- 
ing’ gale) Destruction lieat the flag and showed in 
tlie van as the field bunched for the run up the 
haekstr.dcli. Ixiwer tilted the hat and the big, 
knotty hands were clinched till the white knuckles 
seemed ready to start the skin. The strong jaws 
were firmly set. 

“ ’Keep him up. hoy. don’t let them pocket you,* 
be whispered half aloud. At the turn two colts 
challenged and Destruction’* rider, a mulatto, 
gave the eolt two smart blows of the whip. 
Head and head the trio came on: nose and nose 
and cheek by jowl they bounded into the straight, 
horses and riders struggling uobly. Destruction 
•was still on the rail and in making the turn he had 
the advantage of his competitors. His splendid 
head was thrust far forward as he ran. and when the 
stretch was well entered his adversaries were 
straight as a string. Inch by inch he forged to the 
front, and when the finishing line was reached 
Destruction's neck and shoulders showed clear to 
the girths. 

“I looked at Dave in those last strides. He sat 
as though turned to stone until the numbers went 
up. and then two great tears raced down his cheeks 
and splashed njton his big hands, which were closing 
and unclosing convulsively. 

“ ‘Dome on,’ he muttered, ‘I want to send a mes- 
sage.’ 

“When we reached the telegraph office he seized 
a pen and tried to write, hut his hand would not be 
controlled. He passed the pen to me, saying 
‘Write’ : 

“ ‘To Mrs Charles 

“ 4 Canada. 

“ ‘Destruction has won and The Tines is ours.* 

“I’m not ashamed to confess that as I signed 
his name a tear or two dropped from somewhere 
and the blank was wet when it reached the hand of 
the operator, to whom it meant nothing. 

“I hadn’t won a quarter on the race, bnt I had 
boon up to Dave’s home and had heard them all 
talk aliout The Dines, and I had a mental picture 
of the trio, father, mother and daughter, when that 
message came announcing the victory of Destruction. 
They all live at The Dines now. and Destruction is 
there too in one of the amplest paddocks and his 
children uphold his fame on many tracks in the 
United States and Canada.” — New York Sun.
